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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant has cancelled claim 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, line 16, "the event" lacks antecedent basis and is not clear. Applicant's 
REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not convincing. Applicant incorporated the 
former claim 6 limitations into claim 1 without correcting the previous rejection to former 
claim 6. Thus, claim 1 is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1-5 and 7, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Schrader et al., US 5,903,881 . 

Applicant is directed towards the previous Office Action, paragraph 7, regarding 
the body of the rejection. Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not 
convincing. From column 14, line 26, the "error message" comprises in broad scope 
and content the "issuing warnings" claimed by Applicant. Thus, this feature is disclosed 
and Applicant's REMARKS are not agreed with by the Examiner. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Patermaster, US 5,337,263. 

Applicant is directed towards the previous Office Action, paragraph 9, regarding 
the body of the rejection. Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not 
convincing. From Patermaster, the "error" is described in various steps, e.g. steps 264- 
278, 300-310, and comprises in broad scope and content the "issuing warnings" 
claimed by Applicant. Thus, this feature is disclosed and Applicant's REMARKS are not 
agreed with by the Examiner. 

5. A further pertinent reference of interest, Suer et al., US 6,431 ,439, discloses an 
alarm 108.
